2. In Schedule II to the Central Secretariat Official Language Service (Grop‘C’Posts) Rules, 1981 (herein¬ 
after referred to as the principal rules) : — 

(1) for clause (a), the following clause shall be substituted,, namely :—- 
“(a) Educational qualifications : 

(1) For Grade V : 

Master’s degree in English/Hindi with Hindi/English as a compulsory and elective subject at degree level; or 
Bachelor’s degree with Hindi and English as main subjects (which includes the term compulsory and 
elective). 

(ii) For Grade IV ; 

Master’s degree of a recognised University in Hindi/English with English/Hindi as a main subject (which 
includes the term compulsory and elective) at degree level. 

OR 

Master's degree of a recognised University in any subject with English and Hindi as main subjects (which 
includes the term compulsory and elective) at degree level.”; 

(2) In Schedule III of the principal rules : 

(a) for paragraph 6, the following paragraph shall be substituted, namely: 

“6. Examination.—The papers to be set in the written examination, the maximum marks allotted to each 
paper and the duration of each paper will be as under. There will be no viva-voce test.

The questions will be designed to test the candidates understanding of the language and correct use of wjrds 
phrases and idioms, ability to write language correctly, precisely and effectively. 

Paper IL—Translation: 200 marks (conventional Type) The paper will contain four passages for translation, 
two passages for translation from Hindi to English and two passages for translation from English to Hindi, which 
will test the candidates’ translation, skills and their ability to write the two languages, correctly, precisely and 
effectively”.

O.S.R. 406.—The following draft of certain rules which 
the Central Government proposes to make in exercise of 
the powers conferred by section 11B of the Aircraft Act, 
1934 (22 of 1934) is hereby published as required by sec¬ 
tion 14 of the said Act for the information of all persons 
likely to be affected thereby and notice is hereby given that 
the said draft will be taken into consideration after a period 
of three months from the date of publication of this notifi¬ 
cation in the Official Gazette. Any objection or suggestions 
which may be received from any person with respect to the 
sa'd draft before the expiry of the said period will be con¬ 
sidered by the Central Government. 

DRAFT RULES 

In exercise of powers conferred by sub-section (2) of 
section 11B of the Aircraft Act, 1934 (22 of 1934) the Central 
Government hereby makes the following rules to provide 
for the demolition of buildings and cutting of trees around 
aerodrome namely :— 

1. Short title and extent,—(1) These rules may be called 
the Aircraft (Demolition of Obstructions caused by Buildings 
and Trees etc,) Rules, 1993. 

(2) They extent to the whole of India, 

2. Definitions and interpretation.—In these rules, unless 
there is anything repugnent in the subject of context—> 

(1) “Act” shall mean the Aircraft Act, 1931 (22 of 1934) 

(2) “Aircraft" and “Aerodrome” shall have the same 
meaning as in the Aircraft Act, 1934. 

(3) “Building" ehnll include any structme, whether 
permanent or temporary, eractrd within 'pacified area 
around an aerodrome, 

(4) “District Collector” sli 11 include Depulv Commis¬ 
sioner, District Magistral O 1 * my other clerier A : on 
used by any State Go-' - ‘ imumt for the OiTAs-r-in- 
Charge of Ihe District Adm nisftation. 

(5) “Owner" shall Include the person having the control 
of the building or tree, as the case may be. 
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(6) ' 1 Officer-in-Chaige of an Aerodrome’ shall meun the 
officer holding charge of the airport by whatever 
designation known. 

3. Notification to bo served.—Where any notification has 
been is ued by the Central Government under sub-section (1) 
of Section 9A of the Act and the Director General of Civil 
Aviation has reason to believe that ruv building or tree exists 
in violation of the provisions of the aforesaid notification, he 
shall icrve, through the officer-in-charge of the concerned 
aerodrome, a copy of the notification on the owner of the 
building or tree, as the case may be, in accordance with the 
procedure laid down in sub-section (3) of section 9A of the 
Act. 

4. Ovvner to furnish details.—41) The service of the copy 
of the notification under rale 3 shall be accompanied by an 
order of the Director General of Civil Aviation directing the 
owner to furnish to the office-in-charge of the aerodrome, 
within a specified period, a plan showing the location of the 
building or tree, as the case may be, and also, its dimensions 
or any other details specified in the order, 

(2) The owner shall be bound to furnish the details 
ashed for in the owner .passed under sub-rule (1). 

3. Forwarding tho details and their physical verlifleation.—• 
(1) The details furnished by the owner of the building or tree, 
ns the case may be, shall be forwarded by the officer-in-charge 
of the aerodrome to the Director General of Civil Aviation 
with his comments. 

C2) Before forwarding the details to the Director Gene¬ 
ral of Civil Aviation, the offlcer-in-charge of the aerodrome 
shall satisfy hinrelf about the correctness of the details and 
for the' purpose he shall be empowered to enter the premises 
in question and carry out physical verification of the dimen¬ 
sions of the building or tree, as the case may be, during day 
light boms and with reasonable prior notice to the owner, 
who shall be duty bound to extend full coorporation during 
such physical verification; 

Provided that in a case where the owner fails to co-operate, 
the oTicer-ln-charge of the aerodrome shall be free to 
forward details to the Director General o: Civil Avintton with 
his comments based on whatever verification is possible. 


6. Final order.—(1) If tho Director General of Civil Avia¬ 
tion, on an examination of the details forwarded to him by 
I he officer-in-charge of the aerodrome, is satisfied, after 
giving tho owner an opportunity of being heard, that the 
buildig or tree in question docs violate the provisions of the 
notificuion issued by the Central Government under sub-sec¬ 
tion (1) of section 9A of the Act, he shall pass a final order 
in the matter directing the owner to demolish the building, or 
to cut the tree, or to reduce the height of the building or the 
tree, as may be required for compliance with the provisions 
of the nolificution, within a specified period. In case of provi¬ 
sions in the height of building or tree, as the case may be, 
of the permissible height ssall also specified in tho order; 

Provided that in a case where the owner has failed to 
furnished details in response to the order under rule 4, the 
Director General of Civil Aviation shall be empowered to 
pass n final order based on information made, available to 
him by the Officer-in-charge of the aerodrome, or any other 
reliable source. 

7. Owner to comply with the order.—(1) The final order 
of the Director General of Civil Aviation shall be served 
on the owner through the offlcer-in-charge of the aerodrome 
following the same procedure as far the service of the 
notification; 

(2) The owner shall comply with the directions contained 
in the final order within the time limit specified theroin. 

8. Non-compliance to be reported to the District Collec¬ 
tor—(1) If the owner fails to carry out the directions con¬ 
tained in the order passed by the Director General of Civil 
Aviation under rule 6 within the time limit specified therein, 
the officer-in-charge of the aerodrome shall report the matter 
to the District Collector giving brief facts of the case and 
a copy of the final order of the Director General of Civil 
Aviation. 

(2) On receiving the report from the offlecr-in-charge 
of the aerodrome, the District Collector shall carry out forth¬ 
with the demolition of the building or the cutting of the 
tree, or the reduction in height of the building, as the case 
may be, in the same manner and by the same procedure as 
is followed in case of demolition of any unauthorised con¬ 
struction in his district,

3. Method of recruitment, ago limit, qualifications etc.—The method of recruitment to the said poit, ago limit, qualifications 
and other matter connected therewith shall bo as specified in columns 5 to 14 of the said Schedule. 

4. Disqualification—No person,— 

(a) who have entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 

Bhall be eligible for appointment to the said post. 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
person and the other party to the marriage and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from tho operation of 
this rule. 

5. Power to relax.—Where the Central Government is of tho opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, 
for reasons to be recorded in writing, and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any of tho provisions of 
those Tules in respect of any class or category of persons. 

6. Saving.—Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to be provided 
for candidates belonging to the Scheduled Caste, Scheduled Tubes, Ex-Servicemen and other special categories of persons in accordance 
with the orders issued by the Central Government from time to time in this regard.
